(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Krupp (U.S. Pat. No. 6,016,927). 

Krupp discloses a device having a base platform. The base 
platform (3) is provided with an alignment member defined by a 
vertical support member (47) . A plurality of trays (9) are 
configured for vertical stacking one on top of another (see Fig. 
2) , rotatable about a central axis and configured for being 
received to engage the alignment member of the base platform 
though alignment apertures (13) . A plurality of cavities (19) 
of preselected design are formed on the upper surface of each 
tray (cl. 3, 11. 7-10) . 

Claim 20 recites a particular use for the trays of the 
claimed device. More specifically, the body of the claim 
recites that the trays are "confection mold" trays. This 
limitation is directed at the intended use of the claimed 
device. It is well settled that the intended use of an 
apparatus is not germane to the issue of patentability of the 
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apparatus. If the prior art structure is capable of performing 
the claimed use, then it meets the claim limitation (s) . In re 
Casey , 370 F.2d 576, 580 152 USPQ 235, 238 (CCPA 1967); In re 
Otto , 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963); MPEP § 
2115. In the instant case, Krupp discloses a device with all of 
the structural features of claim 20. Moreover, the compartments 
are shaped and positioned as such that they could readily 
receive a confection fixture and be used as part of a molding 
operation. Therefore, Krupp is capable of performing the 
claimed use, and thereby anticipates the claim. 

3. Claims 1 and 5-19 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action.
